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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/ Restriction 

Claims 1 - 37 are pending in this application. 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group I. Claims 1-28 drawn to a non-volatile semiconductor memory device, 
Classified in class 257, subclass 315 

Group II. Claim 29-37 drawn to a memory apparatus classified in class 365 subclass 
185.05. 

2. In the case Applicants elect group I, these invention are further required to be restricted 
under 35 U.S.C. 121 as the following: 

The claims are directed to the following patently distinct species of the claimed 
invention: 

Species I. Claims 1-14 as best as can be understood is described in claim 1 is directed to 

a non-volatile semiconductor with byte select transistor in the active region. 

Species II. Claims 15-28 as best as can be understood is described in claim 15 is directed 

to a non- volatile semiconductor with byte operational block including a byte select 

transistor perpendicular to the. direction in which the 1 byte memory transistor are 

arranged. 
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3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Each of the inventions, Group I and Group II, recites limitations not recited in any of the 

other invention. The differing limitations make the inventions group I and group II patentably 
distinct from one another, i.e. a reference that anticipates or makes obvious one of the inventions 
group I and group II would not, by itself, anticipate or make obvious the other invention. 
Therefore, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, the search required for Group 
I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 

CFR 1.143). 

6. for the species restriction requirement, Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect 
a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if 
no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
